Louis Goldblatt, State secretary 
of the CIO, In a public statement 
a day or two ago, bitterly be¬ 
rated the AFL for a&sertedly 
"using hot cargo and secondary 
boycott weapons agairtst the 
CIO.” Mr. Goldblatt added, how¬ 
ever, that the CIO has decided 
to support the referendum cam¬ 
paign launched by the AFL 
aaginst the anti- “hot cargo” bill 
enacted by the Legislature, but 
bluntly warned that labor may 
take a sound spanking if the is¬ 
sue is submitted to the voters. 

In our opinion, this Ls a case 
of the pot calling the kettle 
black, but some of Mr. Gold- 
blatt's assertions and admissions 
are nonetheless interesting. “AFL 
abuses of labor’s rights was one 
of the principal reasons for pas¬ 
sage of the measure (the anti- 
‘hot cargo’ bill by the State 
Legislature," asserted the CIO 
secretary. "Their record of 
racketeering and collusive activi¬ 
ties, particularly against the CIO, 
gives powerful ammunition to the 
anti-labor forces In the State and 
can be used to great effect in 
swinging a popular vote in favor 
of the bill. Under present circum¬ 
stances It would be extremely 
difficult to secure a vote of the 
people against this bill.” 

Mr. Goldblatt ,of course, didn't 
tell the whole story; he only ob¬ 
jected to abuses which had in¬ 
jured the CIO. The real victim of 
labor’s excesses has been the 
long-suffering general public.

For the gratification of an ex¬ 
pected 800,000 spectators. the 
West’s finest running and har¬ 
ness horses will thunder over the 
model race track, and prize stock 
and draft horses will prance on 
the tanbark of the horse show 
ring. 

The field of arts will offer 
great symphonic music and splen¬ 
did exhibitions of photography, 
water colors and paintings. 

Nights at the Fair will be a 
wonderland of colored lights, fire¬ 
works, music, dancing and enter¬ 
tainment by foremost artists of 
the radio, stage and screen and 
the nation’s most popular or¬ 
chestras. 

If our bustled, frock-coated 
great grandparents were to be 
set down In the middle of the 
1941 spectacle now getting Its 
finishing touches by a staff of 
hundreds of experts, they might 
miss many of the sigths and 
sounds they knew and loved in 
their day, but they most certain¬ 
ly would be delighted with the 
87th California State Fair. For 
with the spirit of the Old West 
as a baekground and national de¬ 
fense as Its theme, the 1941 Fair 
is a significant milestone in a 
significant year. 

It’s California’s show, and It 
merits the attention of every 
Californian. 


G IVING us thus time .not only 
to recover our shaken nerves 
but time to reflect. On the 
wide dim valley of dead bones 
such as Ezekiel must have seen.
